To obtain these items in ,005 thick acetate will be more expen- 
sive than these in .0075* as virgin stock will be used for that 
purpose.

I am returning herewith the Cherokee Nation Note, you offered in trade for my 50£ 
unique State of Missouri interest bearing note. This Cherokee Nation note is a very 
nice item, and I would like to trade you something else for it sometime, although I 
wouldn't really consider it worth near as much as the 50£ Missouri note. Actually, 

I think the $500 Virginia note you have would be the only item I would consider on 
a par with it, they both being State notes, and both unique. For my own personal 
collection, I would rather have the Missouri note, as there is considerable question 
as to the genuiness of the $500 piece, which was not authorized by the State of Virginia. 

I do know also that the signatures on your $500 note are not genuine. It just happens 
however, that a certain party in Virginia whose name I will not mention, but I am sure 
you know who I mean, would like to have the $500 piece very badly. I would like to have 
the Florida $500, he has, rather than an out of State note, and I thought possibly you 
might rather have a Missouri piece instead of an out of state item. Along these lines 
I thought we might work it so that three pieces could come home to rest in their native 
States, by the three largest collectors of those States. 

Have not received the cases yet, but look forward to receiving them in the near future.

The PHILATLLIC LITEKATURE REVIEW tries to print objective 

REVIEWS OF PHILATELIC LITERATURE AS WELL AS LITERATURE ON PAPER MONEY. 

AS YOU KNOW, MOST, IF NOT ALL, OF THE REVIEWS OF CRISWELL’S BOOK HAVE BEEN 
HIGHLY FAVORABLE, THIS, OF COURSE, MEANS LITTLE AS THE GENERAL POLICY OF 
PHUATELIC REVIEWING SEEMS TO BE TO WRITE FAVORABLY OR NOT AT ALL.
